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CHAPTER 131.
APPROPEIATIONS—INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB.

AN ACT Making Appropriations for the Institution for the Deaf
and Dumb at Council Bluffs.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Sgorion 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated for the In-
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, the following sums for the
purposes herein mentioned, to-wit: -

For fire plugs, hose, and fire extinguishers $ 300
For enlargement of Industrial S8chool buildings,
and providing for necessary tools and ma-

chinery 7,500
For cows and barn 800
For eleotrio light and new boilers 8,000
For elevators 800
For library 400

8Ec. 2. The money herein appropriated shall be drawn and
paid on the order of the trustees of said Institution at such
times a8 they may deem neoessarg: provided, that not more than
one half thereof shall be drawn during 1888, and the balance in
two equal installments, the firat on' or after April 1, 1888, and
the second on or after July 1, 1889.

8gc. 8. This aot being deemed of immediate importance
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication
in the Iowa State Rogister and Des Moines Leader, newspapers
published in Des Moines, Iowa.
